Capone maintained the bureau er- 
roneously charged him in 1924 with 
ownership of 41 per cent of the prof- 
its of the Cicero en syndicate, 
which amounted to $123,102, and 
listed as income one-sixth of checks 
totaling $1,162,568 cashed and de- 
posited. :

The first figure 
was based on September and October 
data, but since it was prepared, the 
need arose, the treasury said, for a 
greater increase, 

Following investigations by the 
committee, Mr. Crisp made it clear 
that the congressional task of hiking 
taxes to meet the situation was most 
unpleasant. He urged all Americans 
to be willing to make sacrifices in 
the interest of getting the national 
government's budget balanced. He 
said the members of his committee 
would place the good of country above 
their personal and political welfare 
in oe a solution to the problem. 

Just what form, or forms, the new 
taxes will take has not been decided 
on definitely. 

The Georgia congressman has indi- 
cated that his committee has virtually 
abandoned proposals for a -general 
manufacturers’ tax. For a time it ap- 
peared likely that a general tax on 
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manufacturers’ sales of 1 or 2 per 
cent would recommended, 

Although the general manufacturers’ 
tax apparently has been abandoned, 
the committee has asked the com- 
merce and treasury departments for 
data on a _ selective manufacturers’ 
sales tax. 

The committee said recently that it 
had agreed tentatively to raise indi- 
vidual and corporation income. taxes, 
and also to levy a gift tax.

The Chinese also “tmproved their 
status so far as artillery is con- 
cerned. New howitzer batteries were 
put in the line, and the infantrymen 
worked desperately to strengthen 
their secondary defenses. Extra sup- 
plies of ammunition were issued fo 
Chinese machine gun detachments. 

At the same time, approximately 
10,000 men of the foreign garrison— 
including the Americans, British and 
French—improved the defenses they 
have raised around the International 
Settlement and the French concession. 

The Americay consulate said it had 
advised evacuation of interior cities 
of China within 100 miles of Shang- 
hai. The 100 United States citizens 
living in Soochow were told it would 
be better to move, and about 65 
Americans living in Wusih, Chang- 
chow, Kiangyin and Changchu _re- 
ceived the same advice.

The meeting, climaxing a (six 
months’ battle for control of the cor- 
poration which Giannini founded in 
1928, was considered as an over- 
whelming vindication of Giannini pol- 
icies, of which the Walker group had 
disapproved. He had voluntarily re- 
signed from control in 1930 on his 
sixtieth birthday. — 


A temporary board of directors was 
chosen to be replaced later, Giannini 
announced, by Pacific coast bankers. 

An anticipated battle of proxies did 
not materialize as a count showed the 
founder and his associates controlled 
15,371,578 shares of a possible 24,- 
453.900. Even. before the meeting 
opened, Walker had conceded victory, 
saying, “As Transamerica’s largest 
shareholder, I wish the new manage- 
ment every possible success.” 

When Giannini entered the meet- 
ing room in the offices of the Cor- 
poration Trust Company, he was 
greeted with a burst of applause by 
the 40-odd stockholders present. They 
already had learned the result of the 
proxy count. .

WRENS CO-OP SYSTEM 


OFFSETS DEPRESION 


Collective Ownership and 
Operation Proves Profit- 
able ‘for Georgia Farm. 


WRENS, Ga., Feb. 15.—(®)—A 
system of co-operative production, 
manufacturing and distribution las 
enabled members of the Wrens Com- 
munity Center to bury the depression 
under soil which feeds, clothes and 
enriches those who till it. . 

It is the ‘successful application of 
the ancient theory that dirt is the 
prime factor in economic development 
and that collective endeavor is the 
shortest cut to normal prosperity. 

The system of collective ownership 
and operation was inaugurated in this 
little Jefferson county community four 
years ago, when farmers of the Cot- 
ton Co-operative Association decided 
to operate a gin for themselves: They 
borrowed money from the association, 
established the gin and repaid the 
loan with nominal ginning fees. 

Profits from the industry gave them 
complete possession of the’ gin in 
three years, so they took over an- 
other gin in the community and had 
a local monopoly of the industry. 

The gospel of diversification brought 
fruit early here and the farmers soon 
began feeding themselves from their 
own land before growing cotton— 
their money crop. 

Rotation of grain crops brought de- 
mands for mills, so the enterprising 
farmers built a modern flour mill and 
operated it for_the mutual benefit of 
the association. Corn meal mills then 
were established, and now the “Com- 
munity Center” is able to take care 
of its own. It can do co-operative 
ali ae planting and marketing. 

e plan is unique in the south be- 
cause it goes to such complete con- 
clusion.

e person who suddenly develops 
great distress in breathing if a cat 
enters the room is not always an el- 
derly neurotic spinster.

By 
such examination the doctor deter- 
minés, by exclusion, that the difficulty 
of breathing is not from uremia, not 
from incompetent heart muscle, and 
not from emphysema (dilation or over- 
distension of air-cells in the lungs) 
or from bronchiectasis (sacculation

But grandma abso- 
lutely detested cats and never permit- 
ted one on the place ... neverthe- 
less little Robert chased an old cat 
out of the barn every time he visited 
grandma’s, and inhaled emanations or 
wee particles of cat hair which 
brought on his attacks. 

Whatever the protein may be, it 
must enter the body through some 
other route than normal digestion. 
Perhaps through an ulcer or other 
lesion of stomach or intestine. Per- 
haps through a skin wound or sting 
or puncture or hypodermic injection 
or burn. Perhaps through a focus of 
infection in nasal sinus, tonsil. 

Horse, dog, cat, parrot, canary, 
mouse, rabbit, pigeon, chicken, goose, 
duck, bedbug, intestinal parasite, silk, 
mohair, house dust, e, scores and 
scores of food proteins, animal se- 
rums, pollens, plant extracts, have all 
been found responsible for this pecu- 
liar malady. Homeopathic quantities 
of these substances are applied to 
minute scratches on the skin, and if 
the patient is sensitive to any one a 
characteristic hive-like reaction ap- 


pears within an hour or two.

Municipal Employes Soon 
To Get Back Wages Un- 
der New Plan.

revenue sources, a total of $15,684,- 
679.43. 
Enforced Vacations Included. 

The sheet, as finally adopted and 
approved with amendments, provides 
that-all city employes shall be paid 
their salaries for 19382 with the un- 
derstanding that the employes will 
work 10 per cent of the time without 
compensation. The cut does not, how- 
ever, affect pensions. When and if the 
city treasury warrants such a move, 
the employes are to be reimbursed for 
their time given to the city’ free. 

Regular annual vacations with pay 
will be in force under the budget. All 
city employes except school system 
workers are affected by provisions of 
the sheet as adopted. School em- 
ployes’ salaries are fixed by the budg- 
et of the board of education. 

Adoption and approval of the sheet 
followed the defeat of a substitute of- 
fered by a conference committee at the 
previous meeting of council. The fi- 
nance committee’s sheet was defeated 
when originally presented to council 
with a straight 10 per cent reduction 
in salaries to balance the budget. The 
conference committee was appointed 
and reported out a sheet requiring city 
employes to take three days’ vacation 
without pay each month. This sheet 
was passed by council, but was vetoed 
by the mayor when the banks failed to 
approve it. The finance committee's 
sheet then came back on the floor of 
council with an amendment providing 
for the donation of 10 per cent time 
without compensation, and was passed 
in this form. ‘ 

When the sheet was called up Mon- 
day on a move for reconsideration 
filed at the previous meeting by Coun- 
cilman Ellis Barrett and Parks Rusk, 
of the 13th ward, Barrett took the 
floor against the sheet, and asserted 
that Councilman James IL. Wells, 
chairman of the finance committee, 
had told the banks that the confer- 
ence committee’s sheet was not bal- 
anced, while Comptroller West said 
that it was a balanced sheet. 

“Wells said that unless he—the 
gower absolute—said that the sheet 
was balanced, we would not get a 
dollar,’ Barrett said. “There is a 
principle involved in this thing. The 
construction department was cut by 
23 employes without Chief of Con- 
struction Clarke Donaldson even be- 
ing consulted about the matter. Now, 
they have agreed to back water and 
put more into the sheet for Donald- 
son’s office. Salaries of the firemen 
were set in a referendum of the peo- 
ple, and council will have to abide by 
that action. This paper offered by a 
minority of the finance committee is 
an illegal sheet. It plays both ends 
against the middle. 

“City employes may have to receive 
cuts in salaries later on, but let us 
go at it in the right way. Now, Mr. 
Wells is in New York. Let’s adopt 
the conference committee’s sheet and 
go to the banks with the mayor and 
get the money needed.” 

A letter from the Atlanta Retail 
Food Dealers’ Association, asking 
council to take immediate action on 
paying salaries because “council holds 
in its hands the destinies of many 
retail establishments to whom city em- 
ployes owe money,” was read. 

Funds Transferred. 

Alderman Frank Reynolds, of the 
eighth ward, obtained passage of an 
amendment to the finance sheet mak- 
ing the following transfers of funds 
from the following departments: Mo- 
tor transport department, operating 
supplies, $5,000, and repairs and re- 
placements, $2,500; city hall, operat 
ing supplies, $1,000; sanitary depart- 
ment, purchase of live stock, $1,000; 
park department, operating supplies, 
$1,000; maintenance of golf links, 
$500; improving small parks, $500; 
water department, repairs and re- 
placements, $2,000; department of 
construction, street repairs, $1,000 
from each ward or a total of $13,000, 
and trust fund for a new police sta- 
tion, from court costs, $6.663.55.

the New. York state court of appeals, 
named to the United States supreme 
court bench by President Hoover to- 
day, is highly regarded by jurists 
and laymen in this state. 

Judge Cardozo was named to the 
court of appeals 18 years ago. He 
reached that hich post after serving 
a single mont! as a justice of t

time to produce several volumes re- 
lating to the fundamentals of juris- 
prudence. His books express his 
theory of law—an attempt to square 
the ancient precepts of law with mod- 
ern society. 

The chief judge is not married. He 
lives alone in his New York city home 
when not in his hotel suite in Albany. 

Cardozo was born in New York 
city on May 24, 1870. His father 
was of Spanish extraction and his 
mother was a Jewess. The elder Car- 
ozo was a New York judge during 
the Tammany days of Tweed. 

Judge Cardozo studied at Columbia, 
Yale, New York University, the U 
versity of Michigan and Harvard. 

He was admitted to the New York 
bar in 1891 and since then has served 


the court of appeals bench. 

He is unmarried and a member of 
the Manhattan, Columbia University, 
City and Century Clubs. He has writ- 
ten numerous legal books and is vice 
president of the American Law In- 
stitute. 

Judge Cardozo was elected to the 
.supreme court to serve the 1914-28 
term. At almost the same time a va- 
eancy occurred in the court of appeals 
and on February 21, 1914, a month 
after he had taken the supreme couft 
bench, Governor Martin H. Glynn 
named him temporarily to fill the va- 
eancy on the high court.

ATLANTA PEN TO GET 
LOWER APPROPRIATION 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 15.— 
The house appropriations committee, 
in reporting the department of justice 
annual suppby bill today, recommend- 
ed a fund of $1,139,040 for mainte 
nance of ‘the Atlanta federal peniten- 
tiary during the coming fiscal year. 

In reporting the bill, the commit- 
tee reduced the expenditures of the 
Atlanta institution $154,172 below the 
last appropriation, and $43,360 beléw 
the budget estimates, if keeping. with 
the general economy program ddopted 
by democrats, now-in control of the 
body. 

Hearings on the measure, made 
public simultaneously with the report, 
revealed that Sanford Bates, director 
of the bureau of prisons, told the 
committee he was not able to recom- 
mend “quite as much of a sebestie 
at Atlanta because the population 
there has held up much more than at 
other places.” 

“The Atlanta penitentiary,” said 
Mr. Bates, “remains the largest penal 
institution in the federal system. Even. 
though it was constructed to hold 
only 1,712, the population reached a 
peak of 4,105 on June 22, 1930. The 
average daily population has been as 
follows: 1930, 3,725: 1931, 3,648. 
For the first six weeks of 1932, there 
was a daily average of 3,764 and dur- 
ing 1933 we estimate the population 
will average 3,600. We have been 
able to keep the pepulation at a point 
where we will not. be completely over- 
whelmed, only by transferring the bét- 
ter types of prisoners to the various 
work camps.” 

Director Bates further stated that 
the personnel of the Atlanta penitéen- 
tiary would be the same for 1933 
with the- addition of 25 guards, in 
order to give guards one day off in 
seven; three clerks to replace pris- 
oners in confidential positions, and 
two warden’s assistants to meet the 
increased demands ffor individual 
work among the prisoners.

IES INDORSE RULE CHANGES 


MILLER PLANS — 


FIVE STATUTES. 
ARE MADE OVER 
BY COMMITTEE 


Dixie Writers and. Offi- 
cials Offer Varied 
Views in Matter.

Changes in football rules for 1932 
brought both approval and censure 
from southern coaches, sports writers 
and officials. 

All thought the national football 
rules committee was on the right 
track but some disapproved of sev- 
eral drastic modifications of the play- 
ing code. 

“The new regulations as a whole 
are good and constructive and will 
tend to make the game safer,” said 
Dan McGugin, who will start his 
twenty-eighth year as Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity coach next fall. 

He also feels that the new rules of- 
fer no loopholes for new strategy, al- 
though the punt-dropkick-placekick- 
kickoff option may give advantage to 
the squad with a good punter. 

_ Walter Powell, of Atlanta, who of- 
fiqjated in the last two Rose Bowl 
games and formerly was a member of 
the rules committee while Stanford 
University coach, heartily sanctions 
the change which bars defensive play- 
ers from striking an opponent on the 
head, neck or face, but feels that the 
forbidding of the flying block and 
tackle was unnecessary and will take 
fiway a colorful part of the game, 

BLAKE PROTESTS. 

Morgan Blake, Atlanta Journal 
sports editor, said in his column, “the 
football committee has certainly done 
its worst. It has mighty nigh ruined 
the game.” Blake said the rule mak- 
ing the ball “dead” when any part of 
the ball carrier’s body except his 
hands.or feet touches the ground 
struck him as the most absurd meas- 
ure, \ 

“The committee, however, eliminat- 
ed all possibility of over-emphasis of 
football, There will not be much foot- 
ball at to over-emphasize,” he wrote. 

Ralph McGill, Atlanta Constitution 
sports editor, said: 

‘Changes in the football code are 
not as radical as they appear_at first 
reading. The flying tackle’ ig not 
abolished as the tackler is still allow- 
ed to leave feet when close enough to 
reach the runner, The better teams 
have been using the shoulder block for 
some time. The new rules will make 
the game safer without detracting 
from its play. The changes must ap- 
pear constructive after study of their 
effect and purpose.” 

Clark Shaughnessy, coach of Loyola 
University, in New Orleans, thinks 
the elimination of ‘the flying tackle 
proper but not the flying block. “A 
small player is reatly handicapped 
when he cannot throw his body at a 
larger opponent, Properly trained and 
padded interferers have never hurt 
themselves or their opponents with a 
flying block,” he said. 

ALEX PLEASED. 

The aim of the modifications of 
the rules is to protect the players 
without detracting from the fans’ in- 
terest. With the new regulations the 
goal has been closely apptoached if 
not actually achieved,” said Walter 
4yneh, Jacksonville Journal sports 
re and prominent southern offi- 
cial, 

Coaches Bill Alexander, of Georgia 
Tech, and Herman J. Stegeman, of 
the University of Georgia, favor the 
new rules. “The rules will satisfy 
|the public demand for an increase in 
protection to players. The substi- 
tute regulation will give the coaches 
the opportunity to use more players 
and the new equipment will tend to 
protect the opponent rather than the 
man wearing it,” Stegeman said. 

‘“Liberalizing the substitutions will 
make a huge difference, for a star 
player continuing in the game, while 
nursing an injury, is in line for se- 
‘rious results whereas if he can be 
taken out and rested -for a spell it 
Pwill make all the difference m the 
world,” -Lynch said. 

UP TO REST. 

“The governing body of football 
has done its part and now it is up 
to the officials, players and coaches 
to vgs» out the intent of the rules 
to the letter,” he continued. 

Shaughnessy said’ the restrictions 
on the formations for receiving kick- 
offs should help. Under the new limi- 
tation it will be much more difficult 
to get up team momentum than for- 
merly. 

“The new substitution rule undoubt- 
edly will be taken advantage of ito 
send in information and a practice 
which is distasteful to the public and 
which is to be decried from every 
angle,” he said. “The change mak- 
ing the ball dead when a ball carrier 
trips and falls out in the open withi- 
out being in the hands of anybody is 
foolish and will still further put a 
premium on the big ball carrier who 
can’t sidestep fast enough to fall and 
get up before being caught.” 

“One can appreciate the attitude of 
the rules committee in seeking ‘to 
adopt some measures to prevent a 
repetition of the tragic deaths of 
many football players last year,” 
Blake said. “But the point we make 
is that if the game is so fundamen- 
tally dangerous as to necessitate such 
drastic modification then it should be 
abolished entirely. It is inherently

The former Notre Dame all-American guard liked the change allow- 
ing a player to leave and re-enter the game-four times, instead of twice.

eat change of all,” Cannon said en- 
thusiastically. 
AIDS COACHES. 

“It will certainly help the Tine 
coaches and take care of the boys,” 
he added.

Changed by Heads.

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—(4)—To 
safeguard school and college football 
from the mounting toll of casualties 
which reached an unprecedented num- 
ber last season, the national football 
rules committee today announced the 
most drastic revisions the game has 
known in a quarter century. 

Chief.among six major changes in 
the playing for 1932 are regulations 
which abolish the dangerous a fase 
wedge” formation, from kick-off, an 
outlaw the aggressive use of hands 
on the defense, with severe penalty 
for violation. , 

Going further in its sweeping move 
to root out the sources or causes of 
gridiron injuries and deaths, the 
rules makers ‘decided to liberalize the 
substitution rules, to permit the re- 
entry of any withdrawn player in any 
subsequent period; to abolish the fly- 
ing ck or tackle, recently. develop- 
ed by many. high-powered offensive 
systems; to make the ball “dead 
when any part of the ball carrier’s 
body touches the ground, except his 
hands or feet* and to alter the player 
equipment, with greater safety and 
protection in view. 

Not since the forward pass was in- 
troduced, paving the way for the mod- 
ern “open” game, has the gridiron 
code been given a more severe shak- 


ing up. | 

4 P DECISIONS NAMED. 

The committee’s decisions, jointly 
announced after a three-day session 
at Hanover by Chairman Edward K, 
Hall and Secretary William S. Lang- 
ford, were hailed. today by leaders all 
over the country as the solution to 
manifold troubles besetting the sport. 
Hall expressed the conviction that 
these ills had been properly diagnosed 
and the remedies applied to accom- 
plish a “great forward step” in re- 
ducing the chances of player injuries, 
leading coaches and officials collabo: 
rated with the committee in ag 
the changes that apparently cover al 
factors blamed for the heavy toll in 
youthful lives. : 

Based chiefly on the exhaustive in- 
vestigation of newspaper reports by 
Fielding H. Yost, athletic director at 
the University of Michigan, the com- 
mittee’s analysis developed a maxi- 
mum of 21 deaths attributable to foot- 
ball, as compared with approximatély 
50 listed in newspaper reports from 
all parts of the courAry. Misleading or 
incomplete reports, the committee 
learned, were responsible for the er- 
roneous charging of a number of 
youthful lives to the game. In one 
instance Yost found a reported vic- 
tim alive and healthy. 

The committee, although charging 
exaggeration, did not mirfimize the 
sport’s dangerous trend nor modify 
its action. For example, it ruled 
unhesitatingly against fhe so-called 
“flying wedge” on kick-off despite 
conclusive evidence that not a single 
fatal injury resulted from such mass 
formations. Dick Sheridan, the Army 
end who died from injuries in the 
Yale game, was hurt in tackling the 
ball-carrier on kick-off. 

ICK-OFF RULE. 

Under the new kick-off rule,: the 
ball may ‘be put into play from its 
customary spot on the 40-yard line 
by any one of three methods—drop- 
kick, punt or, as formerly, the place- 
kick. On the defensive side, at least 
five men must remain on their own 
45-yard line until the ball is kicked. 
This provides for more strategy on 
the kick-off, besides preventing a 
mass formation to protect the ball- 
carrier, why will nevertheless be given 
an opportunity to make a fair catch. 

The new rule covering use of hands 
on the defense deals with what many 
coaches considered the most serious 
factor in injuries on the line. “Play- 
ers on defense are forbidden to strike 
an opponent on the head, neck, or 
face with hand, wrist, forearm or el- 
bow,” the new regulation provides, 
adding: “Such players may hereafter 
use the palms of their hands on the 
head of an opponent to ward off or 
push such opponents in order to get 
at the ball or the player carrying it.” 

NE ARTS. 

This apparently will call for some 
fine arts of discernment by officials, 
charged with the task of distinguish- 
ing between legal and illegal use of 
hands. The penalty for violation is 
| disqualification of the individual and 
‘loss of half the distance to the of- 
fending team’s goal line. 

Abolition of the flying block or 
tackle, with a 5-yard penalty for vio- 
latidn, extracts something from the 
defensive but it appears offset by the 
rule making the ba dead” at any 
time the carrier's body touches the 
ground, excepting his hands and feet.

The last Southern California foot- 
ball team was 19 points stronger than 
any team in the country and three 
Pacific Coast elevens ranked national- 
ly among the first five elevens, ac- 
cording to a mathematical analysis 
which has been completed by William 
Wyer, of Cleveland. secretary and 
treasurer of the Missouri Pacific rail- 
road. : i 


It is perhaps the first exhaustive’ 
scientific analysis of 
football values ever made and its: re- 
sults are striking enough to the un- 
scientific mind to indicate soundness 
of method. 


- Every one, whether scientific or not, 

is agreed that the Trojans outclassed 
the rest of the football world. Under 
the Wyer system this team is given 
first place with weap’ cores, St. Mary’s, 
second with 75; lane, third with 
68: California, fourth with 65, and 
Notre Dame, fifth with 63. 

The highest ranking eastern team 
is Pittsburgh, which is tenth with 55 
points. Harvard is in a triple tie for 
thirteenth with 48, Army sixteenth 
with 47, and Yale tied for seventeenth 
with 45. New York University is 
ranked nineteenth, Fordham twenty- 
fifth and Columbia thirty-first. 

Mr. Wyer finds that Pacific coast 
football outranked that played in oth- 
er sections. Southern football was 
second strongest, eastérn third and 
middle western last. 

By sections the teams are ranked as 
follows:

The mathematical method used to 
reach each of these conclusions is 
somewhat abstruse and is best ex- 
lained in Mr. Wyer’s own words as 
ollows : 

CREDIT GIVEN. 

_“In making this ranking it was de- 

cided to make allowance be the fact 
that many teams, once-they acquired 
a lead, do not try to win by a large 
score, and for that reason 50 per cent 
credit was given for the actual win- 
ning of a game, regardless of the 
seore by which it was won, the re- 
maining 50 per cgnt being based on 
cne point margin By which the game 
was won. [fn order to accomplish this 
the scores being considered were 
checked, and it was found that’ the 
average game was won by a margin 
of 14 points. A winning team was 
therefore*ranked, for that particular 
game, 14 points ahead of its op- 
ponent, plus the number of points by 
which the game was won. 
“If A beat B by average score of 
14 points, A on the basis of that par- 
ticular was ranked 28 points 
ahead of B, 14 of these points being 
for winning the game, and the other 
14 points for the margin by which 
the game was won. If A only won 
by seven points it was only ranked 21 
points ahead of B. The application of 
the system of calculation mentionéd 
above then secured for each team a 
composite ranking, which is the exact 
average of its rankings based on each 
individual game. This is true for all 
teams, and after the final proving of 
all calculations the ranking thus ar- 
rived at is absolutely certain to be a 
correct reflection of each team’s per- 
formance for the entire season.”

Development of a new cure for rick- 
éts by means of synthetic organic 

eroxides has been announ by 
rofessor John W. M. Bunker at the 
Society of Arts and Science lecture 
at Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. 

Heretofore the cure of rickets, a 
disease which weakens the bones of 
growing animals and children, has 
been effected by the use of cod liver 
oil and ultra-violet light. The antira- 
chitic synthetic substances developed 
at Technology are entirely different, 
Professor Bunker said. They contain ~ 
no oils, nor do they have any relation 
to ultra-violet light. They are or- 
ganic compounds of definitely known 
structure, and may be prepared from 
such materials as camphor, succinic 
acid, or laurie acid from butter.

He declared that Eu- 
rope cannot bear another such year 
as 1931 and, unless there is a marked 
turn for the better in the affairs of 
the world, a quick and disastrous 
debacle is inevitable. 

Hitler a-Mussolini Imitator. 

Adolph Hitler, the speaker said, is 
an imitator of Mussolini and a poor 
imitator at best. He described the 
leader of German fascism as a rant- 
ing, posjng little man. He said, how- 
ever, that Hitler will almost certainly 
win power in Germany this year, but 
that when he does responsibility prob- 
ably will bring more conservative 
views. He told how Hitler’s followers 
are opposed to communism and said 
that the pending conflict between fas- 
cism and communism in Germany

He described interviewing Mussolini 
and spoke of the wonderful _possibili- 
ties in the present experiment of 
welding west and east together in 
Palestine. “I don't care whether you 
eall it Zionism, idealism -or foolish- 
ness,’ he said, “tremendous results 
ean come from the modernization of 
Palestine. That is an experiment 
worth watching.” 

Italy’s Problem. 

He said Italy’s problem was one of 
population. “Her population is con- 
stantly growing and she cannot sup- 
port her own people now,” he de- 
clared. ._He pointed out how Italians 
outnumbered the French three to one 
in the. French colonies. in northern 
Africa. 

Mr. Van Paassen concluded his talk 
with a stirring appeal for intelligent, 
friendly co-operation between all na- 
tions and a breaking down of the mil- 
itary, economic and tariff walls be- 
tween nations. 

“The only hope of the world lies 
in faith,” he concluded, “but with 
faith in ultimate triumph over dark- 
ness, Man can accomplish miracles.” 

“Phantoms fill a gloomy world, but 
light, and more light, will drive away 
the phantoms. ‘ They cannot exist un- 
der the white light of noonday and 
in the shadows of our age marvelous 
things. may be germinating for the 
races of man ‘in ages yet to come.” 

Mr. Van Paassén was introduced by 
Mrs’ Sinclair Jacobs, president of the 
Atlanta League of Women Voters, 
who also described, briefly, the pur- 
poses of the league and the objects for 
which it stands. 

Addresses Jewish Women. 

Speaking before the Atlanta Coun- 
cil of Jewish Women at the temple 
Van Paassen 
discussed Hitler’s attitude toward the 
Jews of Germany, and the situation 
of the Jew in Poland and other Eu- 
ropean countries. 

“Hitler's program of Jewish perse- 
cution may become milder if he should 
come into power,” the speaker ‘said. 
“His plan is to (drive them from their 
positions in the bourgeois or“ middle 
class into the low@t strata of the 
proletariat, and themto tax them out 
of existence.” 

He drew a pathetic picture of the 


Jewish condition in Warsaw, and de- 
'seribed the persecutions of the “Chris- 
'tian” students there. At the conclu- 
|sion of the address he was asked sev- 


eral questions by his listeners. 


“Has the League of Nations done 
/nothing to help the Jew?” one woman 
asked.
